We do not care to wa.4e much time or 
i{<ace in dkenssiDg the no-more-men-and-no. 
more-money policy advocated by some of oar 
politUdans a couple of years ago, and adhered to 
by them, eo far as we know, ever since.

The rebels eoinmeneed evacuatiug 
last night, and by three o'clock this morning 
wi re airocfi the river, having burned about one 
million dollars’ worth of tobacco, the South- 
side Kailroad depot, and the bridges across the 
Apiomaitox.
